NATIVES PUT TO FLIGHT. 


Battle with the Insurgents Is 
Short but Decisive. 


ENGLISH LOSS IS VERY LIGHT 


Chitral Pass Again Safely Guarded 
Against Invasion. 


TROUBLE BELIEVED TO BE OVER. 


Bombay, Aug. 2.—Fort Chakdara, in the 
Chitral district, which was besieged by a 
large force of insurgent natives, has been 
relieved by the British force under General 
Blood. 

The fighting was severe and the tribes- 
men lost heavily. The loss of the British 
was light. 

Later in the day some details were re- 
ceived of: the relief of Fort Chakdara, The 
relle forces under General Blood advanced 
in two columns, commanded respectively 
by Colonels Goldney ‘and Meiklejohn, at 
dawn today and brilliantly attacked and 
routed the enemy surrounding the fort. 


Native Newspaper Attacks. 


Gangadhar Tllak's newspaper, the Kesari, 
prints toddy a highly inflammatory article 
attacking the Indian government for “ the 
prosecution of obscure people” and, for 
“making an obsolete police regulation to 
do duty as a secret assassin.”’ 

Professor Goghlee of the Deccan College, 
the agitator who recently made certain 
charges against the conduct of British sol- 
diers in their efforts to stamp out the 
plague, among other things asserting that 
the soldiers had assaulted two women, one 
of whom subsequently committed suicide, 
has apologized abjectly and formally to the 
government, unreservedly withdrawing all 
the charges and admitting that they were 
based upon misinformation. 

Incited Riot in Bombay. 


Gangadhar Tilak, the native member of 
the legislative council, who was arrested 
the evening of July 27 charged with incit- 
ing the natives of Bombay to disaffection, 
was again brought up in the police court 
here today and was formally committed for 
trial. Tomorrow Gangadhar Tilak will 
make an application to the high court judges 
for an order requiring the authorities to 
release him on bail pending his trial on the 
charges brought against him. 


The news that Fort Chakdara has finally 
been relieved is received with much satis- 
faction in England. For the last ten days 
the situation in the Chitral district has 
been the cause of a great deal of uneasiness 
in-official circles. The importance of main- 
taining sufficient forces at Fort Chakdara 
and Camp Malakand is better appreciated 
when the fact is borne in mind that the 
Chitral district is the strategic key to the 
frontier between northwest India and the 
Russian possessions to the north.

MANY PEOPLE LOSE THEIR LIVES 


Fleods in Silesia and Saxony Cause 
Immense Damage to Life_ 
and Property. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Berlin, Aug. 2.—The reports of the disas- 
trous floods in Prussian Silesia and Sexony 
received here today have created great con- 
sternation in Berlin, and show that the peo- 
ple in large sections of these territories are 
panic-stricken at the appalling magnitude 
of the danger which threatens them. 

The latest advices report that 168 persons 
have been drowned in Silesia and Saxony, 
and that the damage to property exceeds 
12,000,000 marks. 

The King of Saxony, who was at the Pill- 
nitz Castle, was obliged to quit that place 
yesterday, the waters having risen so high 
that the inundation of the castle was threut- 
ened. 

Prince Hohenlohe, the Imperial Chancellor, 
was to have returned to Berlin yesterday, 
but the stoppage of railroad traffic by the 
floods prevented his making the journey. 

The coal mines at Bockau, Saxony, are 
flooded with twelve meters of water. 

The survivors of the floods in the devas- 
tated villages of Silesia and Saxony are suf- 
fering untold misery. They are entirely 
destitute of food and shelter. 

_Princess Charlotte of Saxe-Meiningen has 
issued an appeal for a national subscription 
for the relief of the sufferers. : 

The val of the Elbe and Oder Rivers 
have suffered terribly. Washouts have oc- 
curred at many places along the Saxon rail- 
way and there is a complete cessation of 
traffic on that line. Subscriptions for the 
sufferers are being opened everywhere. 

Vienna, Aug. 2.—The floods give no sign of 
abatement. The Danube has overflowed 
its banks at every point, doing incalculable 
damage. The Town of Enns, at the junc- 
tion of the River Enns and the Danube, in 
Upper Austria, is practically submerged. 
Upward of 200 houses are under water. 

The latest reports received here show 
that the floods are still increasing. The’ 
bodies of twenty persons were recovered 
at Trautenau, Bohemia, yesterday, the River 
Aupa having overflowed its banks and in- 
undated a large part of the town. The 
building occupied by the law courts at 
Trautenau was undermined and its walls 


collapsed. Three boxes containing 150,000 


florins in money were store i in the bullding 


. and carried away by the floods. 


The rising of the Lake of Traun, or 
Gmunden Lake, threatens the Town of 


Gmunden, and many other places are 


menaced by the still increasing volumes of 
water in the rivers and smaller streams. 
The Danube at this point is over fifty-three 
meters above its normal height, higher than 
it was ever known to be before. It is difficult 
to understand, considering the enormous 
breadth of the flood, how the water continues 
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has taken place, is one of these. 
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WHERE THE ENGLISH TROOPS IN INDIA ARE FIGHTING. 


The northwest frontier is dotted with little forts, of which the picture furnishes 
a fair specimen. Fort Malakand, where much of the fighting in the present uprising 
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announced that she will personally recetve 
contributions in aid of the sufferers. Owing 
to the crowds of summer guests in the town 
there is a scarcity of food there. 

The Town of Pressburg. on the Danube, in 
Hungary, is surrounded by water, and the 
place is threatened with great damage. 

A house in Marschenbure, whose founda- 
tions had been undermined, collapsed, and 
twenty persons were drowned. 

At Freiheit a house was carried away 
bodily by the flood and seventeen persons 
perished. 

The streets of Trautenau present a fright- 
ful spectacle. Many corpses can be seen 
floating about the town. A cradle contain- 
ing a crying infant was discovered as it was 
being carried away and the child was 
rescued. 

Many of the inhabitants of Reichenberg 
have lost their lives. 

The splendid public grounds at Gmunden 
have been entirely destroyed. 

The destruction of railroad embankments 
and bridges has been enormous and unprec- 
edented. The Western railway is tHe worst 
sufferer. A large number of trains, includ- 
ing the Orient express, are blocked, and it is 
impossible to say when traffic can be re- 
sumed. The loss caused by the destruction 
of mills and houses and the carrying away of 
cattle and crops will be immense. The total 
damage done will amount to many millions 
of florins.

WOULD GIVE UP PELAGIC SEALING. 


North American Commercial Company 
Willing to Abandon Seal Killing 
on the Pribilof Islands. 


London, Aug. 2.—Herman Liebes, Presi- 
dent of H. Liebes & Co., of San Francisco, 
Cal., which firm, with David Ogden Mills, 
the New York banker, and Liyod Tovis, 
President of Wells, Fargo & Co.’s express 


System, and also of that bank's firm of San 


Francisco, compose the North American 
Commercial company, lease from the United 
States government the Pribilof Islands 
seal rookeries, has addressed a letter to the 
Times, in which, among other things, he 
says: . 

“I and my colleagues of the North Amer- 
ican Commercial company entirely disclaim 
any desire for measures made in the inter- 
ests of one nationality and against the inter- 
ests of the other,’ and we do not and never 
have suggested that the English govern- 
ment should ‘surrender the exercise of a 
lucrative industry without receiving an 
equivalent merely in order to increase our 
actual and prospective profits.’ 

“ Pelagic sealing is open to ourselves and 
to the whole world, and speaking for my- 
self (and I am sure I should have the co- 
operation of my colleagues), I should be 
perfectly willing to concur in any reasonable 
arrangement with our own and also with the 
British government with a view to (either 
entirely or at any rate for a given number 
of years) discontinuing the killing of seals 
upon the islands in question, as also all 
pelagic sealing, and I would do this not 
because the killing of young bachelor seals, 
as conducted upon the Pribilof Islands, in 
any way endangers the propagation of the 
seal, because lam sure it does not, bu simply 
to assist in bringing about an arrangemont 
for the suspension of pelagic sealing in order 
to avoid what I am absolutely satisfied will 
otherwise very shortly come to pass—viz.: 
the entire extermination of the seal from 
the waters in question, and, further, because 
I will not share the responsibility of those 


‘who, by allowing the present barbarous 


system to be continued, are rapidly de- 
stroying in a very cruel way a very valuable 
industry.“ 


Responsible for the Bazaar Fire.

Paris, Aug. 2.—The Judge who has been 
investigating the disastrous fire that oc- 
curred at the grand charity bazaar when 
many of the best known women of France 
lost their lives has decided to prosecute 
Baron Mackau, holding that he was respon- 
sible for the conflagration.

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Forest Fires in Algeria. 

London, Aug. 2.—A special dispatch from 
Oran, capital of the Algerian province of 
that name, says that enormous forest fires 
have been raging for a week past in the 
Telagh district; that they are spreading, and 
that they now extend over an area of twen- 
ty square miles. A body of 1,500 men belong-

AMERICANS ATTACKED IN HONOLULU. 


Blue Jackets from United States War- 
ships Heartily Disliked by the 
Hawatian Police. 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 2.— The steamer 
Miowera, from Honolulu, brings the follow- 
ing Hawalian advices: 

Honolulu Harbor is dotted with British, 
Japanese, and United States war vessels, 
and more British and Japanese vessels are 
expected daily. In semi-official quarters 
everything is reported quiet, but the im- 
pression among citizens is that the condition 
of affairs is very threatening, and a popuiar 
outbreak may occur at any time, when inter- 
national interference from ships in the 
harbor would occasion complications. 

The stream of Asiatic laborers is still pour- 
ing in, each shipload causing a fresh out- 
break of feeling among the different factions 
on the islands. 

An immediate cause of alarm is the fact 
that the United State blue jackets are bit- 
terly hostile to the Hawaiian police, who ex- 
ercise almost military rule. British and 
Japanese sailors are not molested, but Amer- 
ican blue jackets are constantly arrested 
as deserters without cause and annoyed in 
every conceivable way. 

The object of the authorities in this per- 
secution cannot at present be fathomed. 
The blue jackets are writing numerous let- 
ters to the press, protesting against their 
treatment. Heavy rewards are offered to 
the police for arresting United States naval 


‘deserters, which has caused wholesale ar- 


rests of men of the American fleet. 

News of the annexation of several of the 
Solomon Islands by Great Britain has been 
received with excitement, and again started 
a report that advices have been received 
from England that the United States will 
not be allowed to annex Hawaii, as Great 
Britain wants the islands herself. 

Americans insist on vigilance committees 
being appointed to look after American in- 
terests in view of the persecution of Amer- 
ican blue jackets by the police. They ask 
that the police system be done away with as 
a menace to the country. 


REPORT FROM ADMIRAL BEARDSLEE. 


Japanese Warship Observes the Fourth 
of July with Every Courtesy 
Due the United States. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—The Navy 
department has received the following re- 

rt from Admiral Beardslee, commanding 
the Pacific station, dated Honolulu, July 17. 
It will be noted that the Admiral makes a 
point of the fact that the Japanese warship 
in the harbor scrupulously observed not 
only the Fourth of July but the Hawaiian 
Independence day as well: 

“Since the date of my last report, June 
18, 1897, there has been a series of celebra- 
tions, accompanied by entertainments and 
official recognitions, beginning with the cele- 
pration of the Queen's jubilee on June 2, 
on which occasion the ships under my com- 
mand at this port, also the Namwa, full 
dressed ship at sunrise with the British flag 
at the main, and remained so dressed until 
sunset, and at noon each vessel fired a na- 
tional salute of twenty-one guns. On the 
evening of June 25 the British Commis- 
sioner gave a reception. which was very 
largely attended, myself, the commanding, 
and other officers of the ships under my 
command attending in uniform.

‘HOW GREAT BRITAIN’S EMPIRE GROWS 


Fuller Detatis of the Recent Annexa-~ 
tion of the Solomon Islands by 
the English Navy. 8 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 2.—The steamer 
Milowera, which arrived from Sydney, 
brought details of the recent annexation of 
the Solomon group. The work of annexa- 
tion was done by her British Majesty's ship 

Wallaroo. 

The first island made a colony was Bel- 
Jona, which the Wallaroo reached on July 

16. The Union Jack was hoisted with the 

usual ceremonies. The natives were very 
shy at first and were much frightened by 

the salute, but they became reassured on 
the ship leaving, and removed the notice of 
the Board of Annexation and dug up the 
bottle containing the proclamation. The 
entente cordiale was first established by 
the ship rescuing a native blown out to sea 
in a canoe. | 

KRunnell Island was also placed under 
British protection the same day. The island 
is difficult of access and no natives were 
seen. 

The Wallaroo called at Meru Sound and 
proceeded to the Stewart Islands, annexing 
them. The natives are of a high type and 
very friendly. They were much pleased at 
becoming British subjects. 

Runnell and Bellona lie to the southward 
of Guadalcanar, in the Solomon group, and 
were apparently discovered by Captain 
Wilkinson in the Indispensable in 1790. 
It is said that copper ore is abundant on 
them. According to Lieutenant Richards, 
Runnell Island is about forty-five miles long 
and six or seven broad, of a uniform height 
of 400 feet, densely wooded, but apparently 
affords no anchorage. The natives resem- 
bled those on Tanna, in the New Hebrides, 
All the islands are rich in cocoanuts. 

London, Aug. 2.—In the House of Com- 
mons today the Parliamentary Secrefary 
for the Foreign Office, Mr. Curzon, replying 
to a question of Michael Davitt, said a 
British protectorate was proclaimed over 
Palmyra Island in May, 1880, and that the 
occupation will be maintained. Mr. Cur- 
zon also said it was not necessary to notify 
any of the powers of these facts, and he 
asserted that Hawali and Palmyra had no 
present connection. 


‘JAPAN WANTS Ai INDEPENDENT. 


Some Rensahs Given by Minister Mu- 
rota Why Annexation to United 
States Is Opposed. 


City of Mexico, Aug. 2.—[Special.]—In an 
interview on the Hawalian-Japanese contro- 
versy tonight Yoshibuni Murota, Japanese 
Minister to Mexico, made the following 
statement: 

There are many Japanese in Hawall, 
and they have rights which might be inter- 
fered with in the event of annexation. 
What if the United States respected these 
rights? In such à case there might be no 
objection on the part of my government. 
However, Hawall is now an independent 
country in the Pacific, and Japan would pre- 
fer to have it kept independent. 

Even if the United States should carry 
out their policy of non-interference in 
European or Bastern affairs, in case the 
islands should become a part of the American 
union, some contingency might arise forcing 
them to change that policy of neutrality. 
For instance, Hongkong is an important 
British settlement, and if America had any 
question with t Britain the possession

MASSACRE AN ENTIRE SETTLEMENT. 


Savages Tomahawk Every Man in a 
New Guinea Gold-Seekers’ 
Camp. 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 2.—The steamer 
Miowera, from Sydney, brings information 
that news of still another massacre has 
been received at Sydney. Not long ago 
great numbers of Australia’s huge army of 
unemployed were attracted by stories of 
fabulous gold panning at Papua and other 
interior New Guinea points, Their ranks 
have been terribly thinned by murder, star- 
vation, and fatal swamp fevers. To make 
matters worse, every native who helped a 
white man was marked for the tomahawk. 

The remnant of these white pioneers went 
to Vanapa for a final effort to make their 
fortunes and return Their stores gave out, 
and for months they lived on damper” 
and tea. The natives in the vicinity claimed 
to be ill-treated by the government in the 
way of scant stores, and decided to teach 
the government a lesson by massacreing all 
the whites within reach. 

The whites were raided at night and put 
to death with tomahawks, being easy vie- 
tims. After long suffering they were sick 
and emaciated, and could not defend them- 
selves. Many massacres had occurred in 
the same place previously, but the govern- 
ment has never attempted to punish the 
murderers. 

Later news confirms the massacre, which 
occurred eighty-five mises from Port Mores- 
by The entire settlement of natives and 
whites had their heads split open by a large 
band of savages. The government has 
sent a large body of military police to sur- 
round the natives. Wholesale arrests will 
be made. The natives will be brought back 
manacled in the hold of a steamer chartered 


for the purpose.

London, Aug. 2.—Mr. Balfour, the First 
Lord of the Treasury, replying in the House 
of Commons today to a question of H. D.

Following the example of Cicero the River 
Forest Village board last evening passed a

SPANISH .TROOPS BADLY ° PUNISHED. 


Insurgents Meets sith un cess at 
the Gates ot the 4d Vom . 
* Capital. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Havana, via Key West, Aug. 2. -The situ- 
ation continues to be very serious for the 
Spaniards around Havana. An attempt 
made by the Spanish battalion of San Quin- 
tin to dislodge the Cubans from their camps 
among the hills of Managua, some three 
miles from the Havana suburb of La Vivora, 
ended yesterday in the defeat of the Span- 
lards. 

The insurgents, commanded by Juan Del- 
gado, occupled such advantageous positions 
that the Spanish fire inflicted only small 
losses upon them. The Cubans had only 
two killed and very few wounded, while 
the San Quintin battalion had seventy 
killed and wounded. When the forces of 
San Quintin saw that they could not attain 
their end they retreated to the capital. 

A military train coming to Havana with 
cattle to provide meat for the capital and 
with horses for the Spanish army was seized 
by the insurgents between the stations of 
Agnacate and Bainoa. The cars were 
burned, the horses were taken by the Cuban 
soldiers, and the cattle were sent to the 
Cuban stores. 

Within sight of Jaruco, a few miles from 
Havana, a Spanish column was defeated 
by the insurgents after several hours’ fight- 
mg. The Spaniards carried into the town 
sixty of their dead and ninety-two wound- 
ed, among whom were several officers. 

One can hardly redlize that it is possible 
for the Cubans to do what they are now 
ents have 
been able to inflict all this punishment upon 
the Spaniards simply because they have re- 
cently received ammunition from the United 
States which was safely landed in Havana 
Province. They are now well provided with 
arms and ammunition. 

But still their numbers are so inferior to 
those of the Spanish battalions in the capital, 
and Weyler’s resources are so superior, that 
it is a positive disgrace to the Spanish arms 
that the capital of the island and the very 
stronghold of the Spanish Captain General 
is kept in @ constant state of alarm by the 
Cubans. Havana practically is in a state of 
siege. 

The principal desire of the Spanish autlor- 
ities here is to prevent the publication of 
this news in the United States. Nothing is 
happening except the “ raids of a few ban- 
dits, according to official declarations at 
the Captain General's palace.

Corwin C. Thompson, one of the veteran 
lumbermen of Chicago, died yesterday at 
his home, 4000 Lake avenue, aged 71 years 
4 months.

A FAULT-FINDER ANSWERED. 

On the very last day of the session the President 
sent to Congress a recommendation for a currency 
commission. But he did the right thing not only 
at the wrong time but in the wrong way, There 
was no hope of favorable action by the Senate, and 
the President nullified his recommendation by say- 
ing. Our money is all good now in face of the 
fact that we have 450,000,000 silver dollars extant 
worth intrinsically less than 45 cents each. Only 
blind partisanship will deny that this was trifling 
with the main issue of the Presidential election. 
New York World Dem.). 

Only blind partisanship would have asked 
President McKinley to postpone calling the 
attention of Congress to the deficiency of 
revenue derived from the Wilson bill and 
requesting it first to take up the currency 
question—to defer the more important for 
the less important in point of urgency. 
Had it not been for the time-killing pro- 
cragtination for boodling speculations of 
Democratic Senators the new tariff bill 
could have gone into effect in May. 

The President was ready and anxious to 
send in his recommendation that Congress 
should immediately thereafter take up and 
deal with the currency question. But after 
the Democratic Senators had held back. 
the tariff almost to the lst of August, and 
had made all they could out of their pro- 
crastinating tactics, they became impatient 
to adjourn sine die. There was nothing to 
hold them in Washington a day longer. 

The President did succeed in getting the 
proposition for authorizing a currency com- 
mission before Congress, and the Repub- 
lican House acted on it favorably at once, 
But the Popocratie Senators acted like 
horses who have been forced up to the 
water trough but refused to drink. 

Suppose the President had placed the 
currency question first before the extra ses- 
sion, and held back tariff revision to meet 
the revenue deficiencies, what assurance is 
there that the Senate as constituted would 
have done anything to better the status of 
the currency, to strengthen the gold stand- 
ard, or to prevent or ward off fulure cur- 
reney panics? 

An analysis of the Senate fails to disclose 
a sound money gold standard majority in 
that body. There are at present eighty- 
nine members of the Senate. So far as can 
be ascertained they stand as follows: For 
sound money, 40; for silver monometallism, 
44; doubtful, 5.

The World is 
evidently resolved that its “ point of view ” 
shall be one from which it can see only 
evil, disaster, and calamity as the result 
of repealing the Wilson-Gcrman deficiency 
revenue act and the substitution of the 
Dingley tariff for revenue and protection, 

Replying to the World's eaptious carp- 
ings: (1) The Dingley bill is not odious,” to 
start with, but is very popular. It has al- 
ready caused a wonderful improvement m 
publie confidence that good times are com- 
ing to stay. Mills are starting up, fires are 
lighting, the idle wheels are again going 
round, and idle men are finding employment 
at fair wages, 

(2) How do you know that? And, right 
on that point, how much did the Wilson 
bill reduce the surplus of trusts and to what 
extent did President Cleveland and At- 
torney General Olney try to enforce the 
Sherman anti-trust law against them? 
Echo answers, How much?” 

The “ deficiency in the Treasury,” if any, 
during the first year of the Dingley bill will 
result from the willful and persistent action 
of the Democratic and Populist Senators 
in keeping back the passage of the bill. 
They delayed its passage sixty ta seventy 
days. Why? In order to give the specu- 
lators a full opportunity to import a vast 
supply of foreign articles under the low 
tariff Wilson bill for the purpose of selling 
them to consumers at the higher prices 
which they anticipated the Dingley bill 
would enable them to demand. 

The Democratic Senators prevented the 
House bill from going into effect until the 
last days of July and robbed the Treasury 
of O to 50 millions of revenue by their 
trick, which they were enabled to play by 
reason of the willful absence of closure rules 
to pass a bill.

Foreign nations do not seem to think so, 
however, Little Belgium, with an area 
one-fifth that of Illinois, sees no impropriety 
in lecturing the United States govern- 
ment about the way in which it should 
legislate. There seems to be an impres- 
sion abroad that this country was meant 


to be a dumping-ground for foreign products, 


and that it is outrageous for this govern- 
ment to do anything which may tend to 
lessen the American consumption of those 
products. 

Congress paid no attention to the pro- 
tests and threats of these foreign powers. 
The United States has been able to manage 
its own affairs for more than a hundred 
years, and will continue to manage them 
with an eye to its own interests rather 
than those of meddlesome foreigners.

He has offered as 
further extenuation for net taking action to 
close them that it was impossible to get 
sufficient evidence to secure convictions, 
Some people may have been deceived by 
these specious pleas, but surely not many. 

From time to time Kipley has shown that 
in some mysterious way he had these dens 
under perfect control. In a few instances 
he has found it prudent to indulge in a 
brief spasm of virtue, and these gambling 
dens have at such times closed promptly at 
a mere hint from the Police department. 
Kipley this demonstrated that he knew the 
locations and proprietors, and that the gam- 
blers obeyed his mandaics without a sug- 
gestion of cavil or resistance. 

What is the secret of this close relation- 
ship between the.gamblers and the Police 
department which causes them to work to- 
gether in perfect harmony like a machine? 
Does Kipley brave public indignation and 
act as guardian of the gamblers because 


he loves them? Does he indulge finally in a 


brazen defiance of law and the whole peo- 
ple simply because of a sentimental feel- 
ing of affection for the denkeepers? No 
sane man would accept this explanation 
of Chief Kipley’s course. Kipley is not in- 
fluenced by love of the gamblers. He is 
not jeopardizing his position because of a 
sentimental affection, 

The diagrace to the city, however, has 
reached a point where it is not immediately 
material what Kipley's motives are. He 
must be got rid of as soon as possible be- 
fore the corroding effects of his official 
partnership in the worst form of lawless- 
ness permeate the whole Police depart- 
ment. The people of Chicago will not sub- 
mit to the wholesale license of gambling. 
They will not tolerate a condition which 
sets a trap for the young men, and brings 
ruin and disaster to them and their families, 
There is not the slightest excuse for the 
existence of public: gambling in the city, 
There is not the slightest reason why it 
should exist for evenaday. The police can 
stop it at any moment the Chief says the 
word, And now that the Chief has declared 
that he will not say the word the city must 
be purged of the presence in the Police de- 
partment of a man so utterly lost to a sense 
of the responsibilities of his position, 

The latest performance of this man when 
he closed the gambling places on Sunday 
was worse than if he had not elosed them 
even for that day. In showing that he could 
close them for a day he lost his last defense 
for not closing them every day and keeping 
them closed. Who is Kiley that he should 
place himself above the law and united 
public sentiment and decide to grant gam- 
blers full license for six days of the week? 
His effrontery in issuing orders defining 
when gambling will be allowed and what 
forms of gambling. will be permitted in va- 
rious parts of the city is grotesque, 

Is Mayor Harrison going to sanction such 
orders as this? Is he going to stand by a 
Chief of Police who tells criminals and 
blacklegs they can carry on business six 
days in the week if they will rest on Sun- 
day? He can dismiss Kipley off-hand, and 
it is his duty to do so. 


PREDICTIONS OF PROSPERITY VERIFIED 

Secretary Gage's prediction of the dawn 
of good times is fully verified by the dis- 
patches relating to the beginning of a 
business boom in New York, published in 
yesterday's Trinuny, “From all quar- 
ters,” says Tun Trisune correspondent, 
“comes the word that business is picking 
up and the country is on the start to pros 
perous times.” Then follows an enumera- 
tion of facts relating to the chartering of 
vessels for the Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
and New Vork grain trade with European 
ports and the movement of grain from Ne 
braska, Minnesota, and other Western and 
Northwestern States. The current of 
trade is evidently in motion again, with 
evidence that it is destined to increase rap- 
idly in force and volume. 

The conditions seem more favorable to 
prosperity for all branches of business in 
the United States than any which have ex- 
isted since 1802. Not only is there confi- 
dence in the stability of prices furnished 
by the enactmént of a new tariff law which 
is not likely to be disturbed for some years 
to come, but the shortage in the European 
crops has already created a demand for 
American products that is affecting prices 
from the seaboard to the Rocky Mountains. 
Of course the farmers feel the first effect of 
this revival, but it must speedily communi- 
ente itself to all other branches of business 
except as they may be unfavorably affected 


for the time being by the coal miners’ 
In an interview with a reporter at Wach- 
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cant in view of the genvwal conservatism 


of New England business-men, who 
not often inclined to yield to the enthusiasm 
which sometimes carries their Western 
brethren off their feet. 

Mr. Gage very naturally attributes the 
improvement in large purt to the settle- 
ment of the tariff question, coupled with 
a conviction that the ¢urrency is to be 
placed on a safe footing.

probably be nothing more encouraging to 


business-men generally than the following 


utterance of his, coming as it does from one

„Trade in all branches has been given 
an upward tendency, and as time passes 
business will get better, and all classes will 
reap the benefits which must naturally fol- 
low such a condition of affairs.” 


DUTY OF THE DRAINAGE TRUSTERS, 

A city paper, which ulmost invariably 
takes the wrong position on every question, 
national or local, and then adheres to it 
with fatuous obstinacy, contends that the 
general government will do nothing toward 
the improvement of the Chicago River, it 
some local agency ventures to do anything. 

It asserts that the general govern 


ment is a jealous government, Which 


will “brook no rival near the throne,” 
and that if the drainage trustees, instead of 
halting at Robey street with their wide 
channel, venture to improve navigation any 
farther east, towards the lake, Uncle Sam 
will say, pettishly: * Bince you are ready 
to spend money, I will spend none.” 

There is no question. that Congress ought 
to make generous appropriations for the 
Chicago River. Other harbors which are 
not one-hundredth part as important, have 
been cared for generously. Millions have 
been lavished on them. The blame for this, 
however, falls largely on Illinois Congress- 
men. They could have accomplished much 
in the past if they had worked unitedly as 
have the Congressmen from other States. 

But it is superlative folly to assume that 
it will be more difficult to get Congress to 
act if the South Branch is widened by the 
drainage trustees. On the contrary, it will 
be all the easier to get an appropriation, 
The firat objection which will be raised to 
a proposition to deepen and widen the South 
Branch, the general government to shoulder 
the entire cost, will be that one great object 
of the improvement is to furnish the water 
with which to dilute Chicago sewage and 
save the city from a considerable ex- 
penditure for a purely local purpose. 

If the Chicago Congressmen can say that 
this city—or the draipage district, which is 
substantially the same as the city—is pro- 
ceeding to widen the South Branch in order 
to get the water needed for sewage dilution, 
and is thus making that stream more navi- 
gable, though not as navigable as it should 
be, that objection will full to the ground. 

It will be an easy matter then to convince 
Congress that this wider stream should be 
deepened so that vesseis drawing twenty 
or more feet, instead of sixteen, can use 
it. That will necessitate lowering the three 
tunnels, which is a hard job for anybody 
but the general government to undertake. 
Congress will de all it isasked to, whenever 
it sees that Chicagoans ure so interested in 
their harbor that they will contribute to- 
würds its betterment when they have a 
legitimate opportunity to do so. Supposing, 
however, the drainage trustees 
with their old plans, which may enable them 


to get 300,000 cubie feet. of water per min- 


ute into the drainage channel, without mak- 
ing the South Branch au) more navigable. 
Supposing the entire question of widening 
and deepening it is relegated to Congress. 
Then when Congress acts, and there is fle 
certainty that it. will do so in a hurry, all 
that it will do will be to refer the subject 
to the Chief of Engineers for investigation 
and report. He may report favorably or 
unfavorably. Even if he approve of the 
project it will be some time before his plans 
will beapproved by Congress and the money 
appropriated. It took thirty years’ agita- 
tion to get the Hennepin Canal started. 
But the census of 1900 will show that the 
drainage district must supply not 300,000 
cubie feet of water, but 400,000 feet, Then 
the trustees will have to hustle to get 33 
per cent more water, Then they will have 
to undertake the widening of the South 
Branch, when it will cont more than it will 
now. Then all the work they may have 
done on the South Branch will be thrown 
away. The money spent in 1898-09 will 
have been wasted utterly. To depend on 
Congress to do the work which must be 
done to live up to the drainage law would 
be madness. Congress, slow to act under 
any circumstances, would be ten times as 
slow then. And, finally, even if the general 
government never should do anything for 
the Chicago River; the cheapest way in 
which to get the flow of water needed for 
the drainage channel is to widen the South 
Brauch to a uniform width of 150 feet, 
That is an incontrovertible proposition.

What Garfield Said, 


New York Sun: The preliminary report of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue for 
the fiscal year that ended with last month 
shows a total of receipts by the government 
from{its various internal taxes amounting 
te only 146,610,508. | 

The total of the appropriation for pensions 
during the same fiscal year was $141 328,580. 
We have not yet the figures of actual ex- 
penditure, but recent experience shows that 
they will not vary Much from those of the 
appropriation. 

Therefore the government's pension ex- 
penditure, mostly on account of the civil 
war that ended thirty-two years ago, ab- 
sorbed within about $5,000,000 of the whole 
internal revenue, 

The actual pension expenditure for the 
flacal year ending on June 80, 1896, as re- 
ported by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
was $1280,484,000. The internal revenue re- 
ceipts for that year were $146,762,864; so 
that, after paying the annual pension bills, 
there remained of the internal revenue only 
about $7,000,000 available for all other pur- 
poses. 

The year before that the internal revenue 
receipts were $143,421,672, and the expendi- 
ture for pensions was $141,305,228. All but 
about $2,000,000 of the interna) revenue was 
used up that year tn providing for the pen- 
sions. 

Go back one year more. The pension ex- 
penditure during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1804, was $141,177,284, while the internal 
revenue taxes yielded $147,111,242; so that 
a little less than $6,000,000 of the internal 
revenue was left for the general expenses 
of the government. 

To be exact, let us tabulate the four years, 
remembering that the pension figures for 
1807 are hose of the appropriations, not of

should be unwarrantably extravagant? 

Use for Dogs in the Kiendyke: 
- Rebert Krook, the Swedish Kiondyke 
dogs will draw 200 
on a sled, so that six dogs will 
aw. & year’s supplies for one man. He, 
however, puts in the proviso that the sleds 
should not have iron runners, because the 
snow sticks to the iron and increases the 
friction so much that the dogs cannot haul 
more than 100 pounds apiece. With brass 
runners this drawback is obviated. Last 
winter Eskimo dogs cost from $75 to $200 
apiece and he does not think the price will 
increase materially, because when the de- 
mand is known the supply from other parts 
of Alaska will be plentiful at Dyea and 
other points along the Yukon. Sometimes 
the feet of the dogs get sore and then the 
Indians fit moccasins on them; as soon, 
however, as the tenderness is gone from 
their feet the dogs will bite and tear the 
moccasins off. In speaking of the dogs he 
said that they need no lines to guide them 
and are very intelligent, learning readily 
to obey a command to turn in any direction 
or to stop, They have to be watched closely, 
as they will attack and devour stores left 
in their way, especially bacon, which must 
be hung up out of their reach. At night, 
when camp is pitched, the moment a blanket 
is thrown upon the ground they will run 
into it and curl up and neither cuffs nor 
kicks sufficing to budge them. They lie 
as close up to the men who own them as pos- 
sible, and the miner cannot wrap himself 
up so close that they won't get under his 
blanket with him. They are human, too, 
in their disinclinations to get out in the 
morning. 

Where sleds cannot be used the dogs 
will carry fifty pounds apiece in saddlebags 
slung across their backs pannier fashion. 
Nature has fitted these dogs for their work, 
and so mastiffs and St. Bernards are not 
as serviceable. The two latter breeds can- 
not stand the intense cold so well, and 
though at first they will draw the sleds 
cheerfully their feet cannot resist the strain 
and begin to bleed so freely that the dogs 
are useless. The pads under the feet of 
the Eskimo dogs are of tougher skin. 

Mules and burros are often used between 
Dyea and Lake Linderman to pack sup- 
plies over the summit of Chilkoot Pass. 
There are a few horses in the Yukon coun- 
try, and one of the largest pack trains ever 
brought into Dawson City, Mr. Krook says, 
was brought over the frogen river 
by thirteen horses and as many sleds all 
the way from Circle City, Feed, however, 
is expensive and the horses are ren- 
dered useless. If water gets on the top of 
the ice and the horses or mules get wet 
feet they are practically ruined for all time, 
as the horn of their hoofs splits when the 
water freezes, crippling the animals. To 
avoid this moccasing are used and Have 
proved partially successful.

The monthly st issued by the 
Director of the Mint shows that during July 

; the coinage executed at the United 
States mints amounted to $470,850, ae fol- 
lows: Gold, $377,000; $260,000; minor 
coins, $33,850. No silver dollars 
were coined. 1 

In explanation of the fact that no standard 
dollars were coined it was said that the sup- 
ply on hand is sufficient for all needs, and 
further that the stock of minor coins has run 
very low. In order to meet the present and 
prospective demands of trade the mints were 
occupied in coining subsidiary silver and 
probably would so continue through the 
month of August. In addition there has ac- 
cumulated a large stock of uncurrent sub- 
sidiary~ silver which must be recoined as 
promptly as possible. 

During the month of August the large ac- 
cumulation of gold bullion at San Francisco, 
which now amounts to about $4,500,000, will 
be worked off as rapidly as the capacity of 
the mint will permit. The coinage of stand- 
ard silver dollars probably will be resumed 
about Sept. 1. 

The comparative statement of the gov- 
ernment receipts and expenditures for 
the month of July shows the total re- 
ceipts to have been $39,027,364, and the dis- 
bursements $50,100,908, leaving the excess 
of nditures over receipts $11,073,544. 
This deficit is accounted for by abnormally 
heavy expenditures incident to the beginning 
of the new fiscal year. As compared with 
June the receipts were increased $2,442,606, 
and the disbursements were increased by 
$27,166,214 

The following statement shows some of 
the more important items of unusual ex- 
penditure in excess of June payments which 
becarhe payable during July: Monongahela 
River improvements, $3,600,000; pensiona, 
$4,900,000; interest, $6,500,000; deficiency in 
postal revenues, $2,500,000; State agricult- 
ural colleges, $1,200,000; bounty on sugar, 
$1,100,000; rivers and harbors, $1,200,000; 
pay, subsistence, ete. for the army, , 000, - 
000. As compared with Juty, 1896, the re- 
ceipts during the last month were increased 
by about $10,000,000, and the disbursements 
increased by about $8,000,000. 

During last month the receipts from cus- 
toms amounted to $16,066,801, an increase as 
compared with July, 1896, of about $5,000,000. 
The internal revenue during July last yield- 
ed $19,767,831, as compared with $14,302,532 
for July, 1896. 


DECIDES AGAINST STATE OF ILLINOIS 


General Land Commissioner Finds the 
Champaign County Lands Not Cov- 
ered by the Swamp Act. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 2.—-Commissioner | 


Hermann of the General Land Office has 
decided adversely to the claim of Champaign 
County, Illinois, as grantee of the State in 
the claim of Illinois for indemnification ‘of 
repaymient of purchase money received by 
the government from the sale of certain 
lands between 1850-'57, and claimed by the 

State to have inured to it as swamp land. 
This is a long pending controversy be- 
tween the federal and Stats governments, 
and three different examinations have been 
made in the field by various special agents, 
and in different years payments have been 
made of other lands likewise involved. The 
original selection claimed as a basis for 
indemnity aggregated 160,586 acres, The 
decision is a lengthy recapitulatiton of the 
evidence and the law, as this is a test case 
involving 100 other similar claims now pend- 
ing here. Commissioner Hermann decides 
the lands not to have been swamp, within 
the meaning of the grant, for these reasons: 
First, the evidence as a whole is insuffi- 
client to show swampy character; second, 
the original field notes of survey disprove 
the State’s claim, and affirmatively show 
the lands agricultural, not swampy; third, 
claimants’ testimony is defective, having 
been materially changed while knowledge 
of witnesses is unreliable and mostly from 
hearsay; fourth, the State hag recognized

MOB LAW COSTS UNCLE SAM DEAR. 


State Department Pays vee Si ioe 
the Lynching of ' «Straits, 
Subjects in Louisiana, ~°" 


Washington, D. O., Aug. 2.—The State de- 
partment has finally settled another inter- 
national incident by paying over to Count 
Vinei, the Italian Chargé here, the sum 
of $6,000 as indemnity for the doing to 
death of three Italian subjects by a mob. 
The men were Lorenzo Saladdino, Salvatore 
Areno, and Guiseppe Venturelle, and they 
were taken out of jail at Hahnville, La., 
about a year ago and lynched. 

The Treasury department has turned over 


‘to the State department, for delivery to 


Christopher Schmidt through the German 
Embassy, the sum of $8,000 as full indemnity 
to him for injury sustained in 1892 from a 
rifle shot fired by United States soldiers. 

Schmidt was passing along the public 
highway near Fort Snelling, Minn., while 
the soldiers were firing over their rifie 
range, and was struck by a stray bullet. 
He was a subject of Germany, but when the 
appropriation was made for his relief, Con- 
gress expressly refused to admit ability 
in such cases, and the item read: Relief 
of a subject of Germany. To pay, out of 
humane consideration, without reference to 
the question of liability therefor. to the 
— government, as full indemnity,” 
etc.

Machine Manufacturers Talk in 4 Con- 
fident Manner. 


HARVESTS CREATE A BIG DEMAND. 


Representatives of the machinery trade in 


| Chicago, chiefly makers of agricultural im- 


plements and harvesting and thrashing ma- 
chinery, report that they have tangible evi- 
dence that in the farming communities of 
this country times already are better than 
for several years heretofore. Some say 
trade is the best it has been since 1890.

They will pay their bills, and 
the money they put in circulation will have 
a stimulating effect in all channels of trade. 


Shows Big Growth of Hay. 
Some of the statements made by manu- 

facturers and dealers are as follows: 
Deering Harvester company-—We have 
most tangible evidence of a real and general 
improvement in business conditions, and 
have every reason to be satisfied with the 
season's trade. We have already shipped 
for this season between 700 and 800 cars of 
machinery more than our total sales of last 
year and expect the increase to reach 1,000 
cars. Our manufacturing season is about 
over, but we are now rushed on shipments. 
Our trade this year has been particularly 
large in mowing machines and hay rakes, 
indicating an unusually large acreage and 
heavy growth of hay. '

Chattanooga, Tenn., Aug. 2.—The reports 
received by the Tradesman from its corre- 
spondents in all sections of the South con- 
tinue to be encouraging and an actual in- 
creage in the volume of business, and ur- 
ward tendency in prices, and better collec- 
tions are now to be noted.

Machines to Make Fruit Jars Throw 
Many Men Out of Work at

Muncie, Ind., Aug. 2.— [Special. I- Ball 
Bros. of this city, the most extensive man- 
ufactuurers of fruit jars in the world, have 
decided to use glass blowing machines, a re- 
cent invention. The machines will revolu- 
tionize the glass trade, and it is expected 
that they will soon be introduced into the 
other lines of glass. The machines are great 
labor savers, and Ball Bros. have sent no- 
tices to over 200 of last year’s employés that 
fey need not report for work any more, 

he machines will save the company that 
many workmen. 

The company is the first concern to put 
in the machines, and will resume on Sun- 
day, Aug. 15, with the machines in full op- 
eration. Heretofore, the company has em- 
ployed between 1,800 and 1,400 hands, but 
only a few over 1,100 have been ordered to 
report for work. 

Only one of the big factories owned by the 
company here will be equipped with the ma-

TAKEN UP BY FACULTY. 


Strong Protest Against the Pres- 
ident’s Resignation. 


AIMED AT FREE SPEECH. 


Much More Involved than Mere Finan- 
cial Matters, 


FREEDOM OF THOUGHT WANTED.

Providence, R. I., Aug. 2.—[{Special.]—An 
open letter addressed to the corporation of 
Brown University by members of the 
faculty of that institution is the latest de- 
velopment of publia interest in relation to 
Prasident Andrews“ resignation. The let- 
ter was mailed today to trustees and fellows 
and to some eighty lay and regular members 
of the faculty, . 

In substance the address says that the res- 
ignation of President Andrews followed as 
a direct and natural consequence of the ac- 
tion of the corporation of June 17, and that 
Brown University now stands in an un- 
fortunate position. 

* It we are not mistaken," the letter states, 

more is involved than the exigencies of a 
single educator, but the situation of Brown 
University and its relations to the President, 
taken alone, are topics of high importance 
which compel our consideration.“ 

Reference is made to the details of the 
corporation meetings, at which President 
Andrews was requested to forbear in the 
future from the promulgation of his free 
cinage of silver views, and it is declared 
that it was not intended to have the vote 
of corporation made public, 

Private and individual remonstrance is 
one thing,” it is declared by the faculty. 
“Action of the sort described by the body 
Which appoints Presidents is, we submit, a 
very different thing. It is open to the grav- 
est objections, and rests upon a theory which 
if extensively acted upon would eat the heart 


out of our educational institutions—the the- 


ory that the material growth of a university 
is of more importance than independence of 
thought and expression on the part of its 
President and professors, and that Boards 
of Trustees have, as such, the right to sug- 
gest imitations upon such independence.

Omaha, Neb., Aug. r 
rains are calling all over ver ye ne ye 
putting an end to the hottest of 
weather experienced for many years. 

All day the grain operators of Kansas 
City, St. Louis, and Chicago and the East 
have been wiring the grain men of Nebraska 
to ascertain the effect of the heat on the 
corn. Every county has been heard from 
during the course of the day and not one 
reports damage. In fact, all return the 
most flattering reports of the corn crop, so 
much so that the first estimate of 300,000,000 
is now raised to 850,000,000, though very 
warm winds have blown furiously over the 
State for the last three days, with the 
mercury as high as 112“ in some localities, 
the corn has not shown any bad effect. This 
is due to the great quantity of moisture 
previously deposited. 

In the western counties, where the damage 
from drought first oceurs, this year there is 
more moisture than in any other part of the 
State. The ponds, creeks, and ravines of 
that part of the State are filled with water 
and the corn is higher than a man's head. 
The crop in that part of the State looks bet- 
ter than it has in any part of Nebraska for 
three years. 

All the other corn held over from last year 
through fear of a crop failure this year 
is now being released witharush. Farmers 
have 140,000,000 bushels of this old grain 
and cannot get cars fast enough to get it out

Cleveland, O., Aug. 2.—[Special.]—It was a 
month ago today that the miners of Ohio 
threw down their picks. There are no signs 
of the deadlock being broken. 

Coal is scarce in this market, although 


| enough is coming in from West Virginia to 


keep manufacturing and lake commerce 
moving after a fashion. Private advices 
from Pennsylvania and West Virginia lead 
to the conclusion that the strike is a long 
way from settlement. One operator said to- 
day: I have just received advices trom 
the seat of war and I am told the strikers in 
West Virginia are gaining ground. I look 
for a big break no later than Thursday, when 
a gigantic mass-meeting is to be held and 
addressed by the principal leaders in the 
movement. 

„The defection of De Armit’s men at this 
stage of the game cannot but have a great 
influence on the ultimate result, but even at 
that a settlement of the strike will not occur 
until about Sept. 1, owing to the elation felt 
by the miners over their victory. It is good 
business to allow them a short time in which 
to cool off.” 

All the Ohio coal carrying roads are show- 
ing statements which indicate a movement 
of traffid much smaller than for the same 
period last year. 

The earnings of the C. C. and S. road for 
the third week in July were $7,000 less, while 
those of the C. L. and W. are nearly $14,000 
less. The Wheeling and Lake Erie shows 
a similar decrease. The Toledo and Ohio 
Gentral, which hauls Virginia coal, did not 
fall far behind. 

Columbus, O., Aug. 2.—[Special.})—Presi- 
dent Ratchford of the United Mine Workers 
returned to the city today.

Owing to the reports of strikers’ gains in 
West Virginia and western Pennsylvania 
yesterday the soft coal market was firmer, 
with a tendency to slightly higher prices 
than have been quoted during the strike. 
The price of anthracite remained the same, 
but the market was nervous. 

Asked if he believed there would be a 
boom of prices in case the miners were suc- 
a in West Virginia, a leading operator 
said: : 

There will be mac change in the mar- 
ket, no matter what kappens, and no one 
can guess whether prices will be higher 
or lower before the week is out. The trade 
is beginning to understand that there will 
be plenty of coal in any case. 

There has not been a day since the strike 
began that coal was really short in Chicago. 
There are several large sources of supply 
which have never been called upon, and, in 
my opinion, if the West Virginia mines 
should close down today Chicago would be 
the last city to feel the effect of the famine. 

As to the present state of the strike, our 
private advices indicate a favorable out- 
look for the miners as far as gaining ground 
is concerned. 

It has been stated frequently that if the 
miners were successful in West Virginia 
and western Pennsylvania their cause would 
be won, but I cannot see any foundation 
for the belief. I do not know how a settle- 
ment could be brought about even then on 
the terms proposed by the miners’ officials. 
Tue differences are so wide and the disput- 
ed points so complicated that neither the 
employers nor the miners can agree among 
themselves. 

Under the cireumistances I cannot see 
the end of the trouble. So long as De Ar- 
mit wishes he can delay a settlement by re- 
fusing to act with the other operators.“

It was a strike of peace that the 400 em- 
ployés of the Western Stone company in- 
augurated at Lemont yesterday, and it won. 
It was the strangest strike Lemont, used 
to desperate battles between capital and 
labor, ever has seen. There was no organ- 
ization among the strikers, no leaders, no 
threats, no violence, no alarm. in ‘the 
morning at 7 o’clock the men asked for an 
increase of wages from $1.25 to $1.50 a day. 

At 3 p. m. A. M. Day, C. L. Hutchinson, 
C. H. Wacker, J. H. Dwight, J. L. Norton, 
C. B. Knivell, George H. Munro, L. C. Huck, 
H. H. Getty, aud Bryan Lathrop, all the 
members of the Board of Directors of the 
Western Stone company, except President 
Martin B. Madden, who is in Europe, met 
in the Chamber of Cammerce Building. 

The men ought to have the raise, they 
said. ‘ Let's give it to them.“ 

And they did. By 3:30 p. m. it was known 
in Lemont. 

The men had not expected such quick re- 
turns. The Western Stone company has big 
contracts on hand, but it has 6,000 cords of 
stone stored at Halsted street and the river, 
and 1,600 cords at Archer avenue and Twen- 
ty-third street, and might have stood a 
shutdown of their quarries for some time. 
But the quickness with which the directors 
granted the request showed that there were 
other than mercenary motives behind their 
action, 

This morning the windlasses over the 
decks of the gallant Katie Hogan, the Mar- 
guerite, and the rest of the gallant fleet 
that sail the redolent’ Illinois and Michigan 
Canal will creak as peacefully as of yore, 
and the sound of blasting and the puffing of 
dummy engines will show that the quarry- 
men of the Western and the Illinois Stone 
company are working as usual, after one 
day’s strike. 


Boon to Other Quarrymen. 


But not only to the 400 men of the Western 
company who started the strike, or the 
seventy-five men of the Illinois Stone com- 
pany, who followed them out, will accrue 
the benefits of the movement. The Pheonix 
Stone company at Sag Bridge, three miles 
from Lemont, employing 112 men, says it 
will follow the lead of the Western Stone 
company and give its men the same inctease 
of 25 cents a day. The Joliet Limestone 
company’s men, who began falling into line 
behind the Western company’s men, will 
also receive the increase, and it is thought 
that the few other companies in the vicinity 
will be obliged to do the same thing. 

The quarrymen of the Western Stone com- 

ny have had some experience in striking, 

they managed the affair of yesterday 
differentiy from the bloody disturbances of 
1887 and 1893, when the streets of Lemont 
were lined with militia and when acts of 


had got te the company’s office in Chicago 
and a meeting of the board was immediate- 
ly called, which in some respects was even 
‘stranger than the strike itself. There was 
no talk of the dangerous precedent that 
might be set if the strikers’ demands were 
acceded to. Nothing was said about teach- 
ing them a lesson. It seemed to be the feel- 
ing that the men deserved wages of $1.50 o 
day, and it was given to them. Three min- 
utes after the meeting had been called to or- 
der the decision was reached, and the 6,000 
cords of stone lying in North Halsted street 
and the 1,600 put away for a rainy day at 
Archer avenue and the river will still remain 
stored.

for the company at least. There was no 
spokesman. When Superintendent Preier 
addressed the strikers there was a regular 
man to reply. Sometimes a Swede down in 
the front of the men would answer one 
question and a Pole somewhere back in the 
crowd the next. Then an Irishman standing 
by would reply to a query from the superin- 
tendent, and it was the boy who carried 
water for the men on the boat that said: 


Leave Strong Drink Alone. 

And piease, sir, the men want a quarter 
more a day.“ 

But it was after the strike was fully on 
that the Lemont quarrymen showed that 
they were wiser than the serpent. When 
men change from brawny-handed sons of 
toil to strikers demanding increased wages 
they often find time hanging heavy on their 
hands, and frequently spend some of the 
hours of the day, previously occupied in 
mining coal or blasting rock, in neighbor- 
ing grog shops. The Lemont quarrymen in 
time past have been no exception to this 
rule. The result has been several frantic 
petitions from the Sheriff to the Governor 
and a general order on certain railroad 
lines to clear the track for troop trains. 

Yesterday the quarrymen of Lemont, hav- 
ing presented their demands to their em- 
ployers, immediately went home. The 400 
men went as many different ways, and a 
half-hour later the most of them who were 
not peacefully bugging potatoes in the back 
yard were either shelling peas for dinner 
or taking care of the baby. 

The board of directors of the company, 
dazed but delighted at a most extraordinary 
spectacle, immediately met in its rooms 
in the Chamber of Commerce Building and 
granted the men the increase they had asked 
for. 

When Superintendent Breler of the West- 
ern Stone company and Superintendent 
James A. Hogan of the Illinois Stone com- 
pany went around in the evening to tell the 
men they would hereafter receive $1.50 a day 
instead of $1.25 they found them still at 
their homes smoking their pipes on thé 
back steps and watching the pig trying to 
root with a brand new ring in his nose.

The tubes will be eight inches in diam- 
eter’ and will be bored perfectly smooth, so 
that the carriers will fly through with al- 
most lightning speed, without any retarding 
friction to speak of. Bach section of the 
tubing will be twelve feet in length. Each 
carrier will convey 600 letters. 

The tubing is being manufactured by the 
Pneumatic Dispatch company of Philadel- 
phia, and arrangements have been made to 
have all preliminary work well under way, 
so that the tubing can be put in position as 
quickly as it arrives. The draftsmen 
and engineers have worked hard for some 
time, and now that actual operations have 
been commenced the big work will proceed 
rapidly.

BLOW 10 SIXTY-DAY APPOINTEES. 


President Kraus Decides That the Posi- 
ing of Eligibles Renders Vacant 
the Temporary Jobs. 


President Kraus of the Civil Service com- 
mission decided yesterday as soon as a list 
of eligibles is posted it at once renders va- 
cant any position filled by a sixty day ap- 
pointment, for which it furnishes an eligible. 
This will affect thirty-four ward inspectors 
and as many more street inspectors, for 
whose places examinations were recently 
concluded. 

‘We wait thirty days after the percent- 
ages are declared before posting the re- 
sults of an examination,” said President 
Kraus, “ in order to sift out the old soldiers 
and shove them to the front. But ag soon 
as the lists are posted the sixty day men 
must get out and the eligibles take their 
places.

‘State Board Expected to Lift 
Local Assessment. 


LOW FIGURES AS A SPUR. 


Valuation to Be $13,350,000 
Less than Last Year. 


GUNNING AND RYAN PRODDED 


Both Promise to Deliver Their Books 
Tomorrow. 


The question of what the State Board of 

Equalization will do with the figures of the 
Chicago Assessors is one of pressing in- 
terest just now. The board meets at Sprins- 
field a week from today end usually its first 
business is to take up the Cook County 
assessments and see how much of those of 
the other counties can be unloaded on this 
one. 
Last year the board added 25 cent to 
the personal property valuations, 20 per cent 
to lots, and 35 per cent to real estate not 
subdivided in the City of Chicago. 

This year the Assessors’ figures here will 
be considerably less than they were last, and 
the general prediction is that the State 
board will seize hold of this fact as a rea- 
son for charging up to Chicago at least as 
large a percentage of the assessment of the 
remainder of the State as it did in 1896. 
It might even make it an excuse for going 
further were it not for the fact that if it 
piles all the assessment on to Cook County 
many of the others throughout the State 
would not have enough taxable property in 
sight to do business on. 


It Adds and Subtracts. 


The State Board of Equalization has no 
right to change the total of assessed property 
throughout the State. Whatever it adds to 
one county it must take off another, so that 
when it gets through the grand total is the 
same although differently distributed. 

It always has been a favorite plan to load 
up Cook County, which naturally makes up 
one-third of the State’s taxable property, 
and almost any excuse will do. 

In 1873 it increased Chicago’s assessment 
just 100 per cent, but that is not likely to 
occur again. 

That the assessment in Cook will be con- 
siderably less this year than in 1896 was 
shown by the figures from the North Town, 
Lake, and Hyde Park turned in to County 
Clerk Knopff yesterday, and reasonably ac- 
curate estimates of what the books of the 
West and South Towns will show. 

The estimates made in Tue Trisune of 
yesterday indicated a decrease of about $15,- 
350,000 over the figures of 1896, but it was 
said then that this was probably too high, 
and the corrected figures received yesterday 
show that $13,350,000 is nearer the mark. 


Figures in the Towns. 

The figures printed below give the abso- 
lute figures for Lake, Hyde Park, and the 
North Town and what are believed to be 
accurate estimates of the South and West 
Town, where the totals have not yet been 
footed up. In Lake and the North Town 
the Assessor’s figures are practically the 
same as last year, each showing but a small 
decrease, but in Hyde Park the difference 
between the two years is $1,683,037, mainly 
in real estate valuations. 

In the South Town it has been extremely 
difficult to obtain any absolute information, 
but a close friend of Assessor Gunning said 
yesterday his books, which are presumed 
to be closed tomorrow, will show a decrease 
of something like $7,500,000 over those ef 
Assessor Hepburn: This, however, was de- 
nied by another of the Assessor’s confidants, 
who put the decrease at $5,000,000. The 
larger figure is put in the tables printed 
herewith. 


Ryan Still Is Silent. 

On the West Side Assessor Ryan 18 still 
keeping his figures to himself.“ The best 
information obtainable puts the decrease 
there at $3,500,000. 

In the following tables the figures for 1896, 
given as Assessor's are those of the as- 
sessment Before the State Board of Equali- 
zation made its additions to them. Those 
given as the “ equalized assessments are 
the totals after the additions had been made. 
The difference between the Assessor’s tig- 
ures for the two years shows the decrease 
in the assessments, and that between the 
Assessor's figures for 1897 and the equalized 
assessment of 1896, what the decrease in 
taxable property would be, if the State 
board should allow the figures of 1897 to 
stand as, the Assessors have made them. 

Tax liector Cameron, in the County 
flerk’s office, sent out notice to Assessors 
Gunning and Ryan yesterday that they must 
have their books at once, as the abstracts 
should be at Springfield next Tuesday. Both 
promised them by tomorrow,
